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CANADA'S LABOR LAWS 


Some years ago Canada was 
beset with divers and many labor 
troubles. Then some individual 
who had a voice in the-Canadian 
parliment conceived a measure 
which has practically done away 
with all difficultities between the 
employer and employee. . 

For the past nine years Can- 
ada has enforced governmental 
investigation of labor disputes. 
As nearly as 1900 it had a con- 
ciliation law. Later came a law 
governing railroad disputes. Ex- 
perience of the working of these 
laws convinced Canada ‘of the ef- 
ficaey of official inquiry and in 
publicity for the claims of the 
disputants. , 

In 1907, accordingly, Canada 
made it obligatory that before a 
lockout or a strike can be order- 
ed the trouble must be referred 
‘to an official board for investiga- 
tion. The employer contemplat- 
ing a strike, must notify the 
national gowernment, assure it 
that all available means of ad. 


__justment have been exhausted, 


and ask the appointment of gov- 
ernmental examiners. ' - 

The labor department of the 
government has each of. the dis- 
putants name an examiner, and 
these examiners choose a third 
cr the minister of labor appoints 
him. Until the investigators end 
their examination neither dispu- 
tant may make any move. Dis- 


_ regard of this provision is pun-, 
ished severely. The examining 


board conducts a full hearing in 


publie and has power to sum- 


mon witnesses and compel testi- 


* mony. 


Judgment is rendered in keep- 
ing with what the board consid- 
ers the merits of the contentions. 
Acceptance, however, is no com. 
pulsory, which would seem a 
weakness. The investigation is 
less an arbitration than it is a 
mediation. The strength of the 
method resides more in the mor- 
al appeal to the sense of equity 
than in dependence upon the le- 
gal authority of the state. 

A practical question is this: 
Does the method function effec- 
tively? Does it act, not only to 
prevent, but to remedy indus- 
trial war? W. L. King, Minister 
of Labor when this method was 
legalized and inaugurated, main- 
tains that it has ended the labor 
difficulties with which Canada 
has been gravely affected. He 
affirms that the unions and the 
brotherhoods on the railroads 
are satisfied with the system. He 
considers it more effective in en- 
forcing industrial peace than 
eompulsory arbitration could be.

last June over 400,000 Teuton 
prisoners have been captured by 
the forces under General Brussil- 
off. Most of the prisoners were 
Austrians, it is said. 

Four hundred thousand prison- 
ers in two months is at the rate 
cf a corps every week. But this 
does not take into consideration 
the Teutonic losses in killed and 
wounded in battle, nor does it 
consider death by disease. Re- 
ports from both sides indicate 
that the losses along the entire 
castern front have been heavy. 

Estimating the loss in killed 
and wounded but 25 per cent of 
the number surrendered, which 
‘would seem to be conservative, 
the Teutonie forces have lost 
“00,000 men in the two months. 

Before the war started Aus- 
tria’s standing army was only 
425,000 men, less than the total 
losses in- eight of nine weeks of 
fighting. We had heard much 
of German’ militarism and Ger- 
many was said to be an armed 
zamp and nothing more, but 
ermany’s standing army before 
the war was only 790,000. 

So since early in June the Teu- 
ton losses along the eastern front 
have been about one-half of the 
total peace strength of both Ger- 
many and Austria. In this esti- 
mate we do not consider the 
vnormous losses of the ‘central 
Powers on the western front. 
There thousands upon thousands 
have been killed, wounded, have 
died and have been taken prison- 
ers. 

This is merely taking Germany 
and Austria as an example. The 
cther powers in the world war 
are losing just as heavily and 
€ven more so. But the compari. 
son is of chief interest because 
it brings home the terrible tax 
on humans European kings are 
levying by their madness. The 
wonder is that the war has not 
fought itself out long ago,

It mppears almost certain, from 
the attitude of the charter fram-
